at the 
first outbreak, was unable to subdue 
the strikers. 
With deputies and po 
Beemen he charged them at a bridge 
entrance to the plant, which 
they 
were holding, but the officers were 
driven back. 
In fills encounter a po 
Beeman was severely clubbed. 
Finding it impossible to control the 
2,400 employes on strike Kheriff Day 
called 
upon Governor Whitman 
for 
troops. 
The strikers barricaded be­ 
hind the bridge were charged by the 
troops 
and dispersed.

took possession of the plant 
and established a patrol, the sheriff's 
deputies meanwhile heinie sent out to 
arrest the strikers responsible for the 
outbreak.
